Petersburg f No, 
I am not dreaming; it waa Rome, 
sure enough—Horae, wliither 1 had 
gone iu all confidenee, trusting Ita¬ 
lian hospitality, Italian liberty, be¬ 
lieving that 1 was visiting s civ¬ 
ilized eoiuitry. 

"1 had lieen invited both by tbe 
English aluj the Italisn Socialists 
to take peij in the gesat anti-war 
demonstration, held sinraltaneous- 
ly in all the capitoU of the Triple 
Alliance and th.' Triple Entente— 
excepting the capit^ of the red 


czar; and 1 had decided to go to 
Home. Why Rome rather than 
London f Shall 1 confess the rea¬ 
son f A spcreti tenderness foe our 
' laliau sister, tlie country of Gari¬ 
baldi. It wrji nt Rome that Mazzini, 
eighty yi^ars ege. first gave definite 
utterance to the ideal of the United 
Stati-s of Eiiroiio. An Utopian 
vision at that time, when steam and 
electricity had not yet brought the 
ends of the earth together; but a 
vision of genius in a man of 1830 
and 18481 

1 was proud to go to Ih - city, in 
which Mazzini had first evoked the 
ideal of a ” Young Europe, ’ to 
proclaim that the Socialistic inter- 
-Btional, assembled on that historic 
Sunday in every quarter of Europe 
to denounce war, was in that act 
laying the foundation of the Social 
Republic of the United Statt« of 
Europe.

and charity workers^is one that 
would elicit my intellectual inter¬ 
est and stimulate my moral sym¬ 
pathies.

I regard every human 
being black or rtite ai my 
brother; I do not bcEeve in lynch¬ 
ing criminals. Tiiore are mental 
and moral cripples as well as phy- 
si^. I wonld no sooner bnm 
such to death than 1 would cre¬ 
mate an unfortunate child because 
he wit born~ blind or deaf and 
dumb or feeble minded. 

J am disposed to think that the 
distinguished ex-judge referred to, 
was inclined to defend lynch¬ 
ing, than be wes disposed to in¬ 
dulge in a little boasting about the 
alleged superiority of Southern 
men in protecting the chsstity of 
women. I hope so. The cause of 
the frequent lynching of negrofa 
.by whites is not so much due to 
the color or because the negro is 
a black man, as to the fact that 
Capitalism kiSnapped him, forced 
him into slavery, robbed him of his 
earnings and of bis liberty, de¬ 
graded him to the level of the 
brute bet.ire the law, and although 
no longer a legal slave he is looked 
upon by many whites as an infer¬ 
ior who has no rights that they 
are bou^d to respect. 

Abraham Lincoln made it un¬ 
lawful for the Capitalist to own 
him as be owns his house or dog, 
but the great emancipation did not 
and could no; make the .:egro nor 
the white wage-slave economically 
free. The colored ex-slave and his 
children are still poor and ignor¬ 
ant and continue to suffer from 
the wrongs inflicted upon his an- 
,.eStoi 3 . Slavery race-prejudice— 
a race-war, are the legitimate 
fruits of an industrial system of 
Capitalism based on competition 
or the practice of exploiting from 
others the value of their labor 
without returning an equivalent 
therefor. 

Socialism propo;es to establish 
and maintain a co-operative com- 
monweallb. Under such a system 
race antagonisms will in due time 
fade away because Socialism has 
for its four comer stones justice, 
reciprocity, universal brotherhood 
and universal peace. When the 
people of the South put more So¬ 
cialism into practice and less com¬ 
petition, strife and hate, they will 
have fewer horrible lynchings and 
will advance several notches in the 
esJmttion of right thinking and 
peacefully dispbsed persons 
throughout the world.
